ordered illuminations for the /ucc,/5 of Lord Howe !-he. 
next day came out every way qualified to be a Prophet— 


The houſe was ſhat up from that time, and was called Fati- 


dica>--the houſe of Prediction; and it ſeems to have had, 
with reſpect to Divination, the ſame virtue which is aſcribed 


0 Parnaſſus with reſpet to Poetry. Pauſanias relates this 

metamorphoſis to have happened at Pythia, others: ſay at 

Thebes ; be that as it may, it is perbaps the only inſtance 
| of: * 
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of the kind to be met with in hiſtory, except the preſent ;;. 
there is certainly a ſtrong analogy between this cele- 
brated Oracle of Antiquity, and the Oracle of our Poet, in- 
aſmuch as they have both dealt principally in dreams--- 
which ſpecigs of Divination was, according to ſome hiſto- 
rians, invented by Amphiarus, although Pliny lib. 7. c. 56, 
aſcribes that invention to Amphictrion, as he does that by 
the entrails of beafts.to Deiphus, and that by birds to Tirc- 
ſias the Theban—giving to Amphiarus at the ſame time tlic 
invention of Divination by fire. Statins indeed has made 
no mention of this particular, although he ſpeaks of him 2s 
a Hero who joined to Royalty the knowledge of the future. 
With reſpect tothe place which our Poet has choſen for the 


delivery of his Oracles, nothing can be more judicious than 
the choice of a gloomy cell. The moſt ſacred of all the - 


ancient Oracles, were thoſe delivered by the Sybils from a 
deep and ſolitary eavern. Nor is probability at all violat- 


ed in this inſtance, if we conſider the marvellous accounts | 


given by Strabo, Herodotus, Tacitus, Diodorus, Siculus, , 


| Macrobius, X<nophony Plutarch, and other grave hiſtorians . | 
of the Omacles of Delphos, Claros, Erythræ, Cume, Ba- 
dylon, Dodona, and that of that of the Branchidze, fo fa- . 


mous in Afia, amongſt the Darians and Jonians ; toge - 
ther with a number of others too tedious to mention ; nor 


is this ſtory at all more incredible than that of the votaries - 


of Trephonius, in Bœotia, whole feet being placed oppo- 


ite a little cavern, they were immediately borne into it.
